Crout Beats White for 
School Board Seat 


With a dismal voter turnout of 
862 for the annual Romulus Com- 
munity Schools Board of Educa- 
tion election, held on May 7, chal- 
lenger Sandra Crout needed only 
357 votes to oustincumbent Niema 
White (167 votes) by a margin of 
about 2:1. 

The race's other challenger, 
Danielle Funderburg, came in a 
very close second with 333 votes. 

Crout, who has worked as the 
Financial Director at the 34th Dis- 
trict Court for the past 10 years, 
said she plans to use her fiscal 
expertise to help the School Dis- 
trict maintain a quality education 
for every student in the face of 
significant budget cuts. 

She will officially begin her 
four-year term on July 1, 2007.0

The Greater Romulus Chamber of 
Commerce recently named longtime 
Romulus resident Linda McNeil as its 
22nd Person of the Year for her dedi- 
cated service to the community.

mas." One holiday season, Linda joined 
her husband in volunteering for the an- 
nual Goodfellows newspaper drive, and 
found that she loved being involvedina 
project that brings joy to so many chil- 
dren in need. She has since become 
increasingly active in the Goodfellows, 
helping the group sell a record number 
of ads for their paper last year, and is 
proud to have been apartof the charity's 
growth in the community. 

"I'm thrilled with the transition that 
Goodfellows has made from being run 
by mainly volunteer firefighters to where 
it is today, an organization served by 
volunteers from all walks of City life," 
she said.

House Passes Resolution Supporting

House Resolution 88 was adopted 
by the House of Representatives on 
Wednesday May 9. The resolution calls 
on the United States Congress to enact 
the Airline Passengers Bill of Rights 
Act, which would require airlines to pro- 
vide adequate food, water, and rest 
rooms for passengers when planes are 
delayed.
